With respect to the Rule 132 declaration, this affidavit has not been considered as it is not 
directed SOLELY to issues which were newly raised by the examiner in the final rejection. The 
final rejection maintained the present rejection based on Grasso et al. To that extent, no issues 
were newly raised in the final rejection. 

As to the adhesive material present in the foam gasket being contrary to the bottom of 
page 2 of appUcant's specification, as appUcant's amendment raises new issues and therefore has 
not been entered the scope of the claims are asserted to not preclude the adhesive material 
working along with the thermoplastic sealant material in forming the claimed edge seal. Thus, to 
what extent the adhesive material may be contrary to page 2 of applicant's specification has no 
effect on the scope of the present claims.
